The  ‘  Calamity  Howler*' 

And  the  “Prosperity  Shooter." 

We  are  at  present  being  given  an  exhi¬ 
bition  of  the  satanie  power  of  the  metro¬ 
politan  press  equaled  only  by  the  power  of 
that  greater  force  behind  the  press— organ¬ 
ized  capital.  He  is  a  daring  editor  who 
declares  “there  is  no  prosperity,”  and  yet  a 
very  little  calm  consideration  of  the  sltua- 
tion  will  make  the  most  exuberant  optimist 
change  his  view. 

There  is  a  boom  in  stocks.  The  specula¬ 
tive  value  of  shares  of  some  railroads  have 
been  pushed  up  from  almost  nothing  to 
par.  The  prices  of  cereals,  notably  wheat, 
have  advanced.  But  what  is  the  underly¬ 
ing  cause  of  all  this?  If  it  can  be  shown 
that  it  is  the  result  of  an  advance  in  wages, 
a  general  employment  of  the  idle,  and  a 
consequent  increase  in  the  purchasing  power 
of  the  consuming  public,  then  it  would  be 
not  altogether  a  delusion  to  call  it  a 
turn  of  prosperity."  But  this  is  not  tfue. 
No  considerable  number  of  idle  men  has 
been  set  at  work  except  those  given  em 
ploytnent  in  harvesting  the  crops,  an  oicu 
p.vtion  now  nearly  ended,  dnd  the  wages 
paid  these  is  generally  used  up  with  the 
season.  Whatever  impetus  there  is!  to 
business,  therefore,  must  have  a  cause  aside 
from  what  is  called  the  “home  market." 
This  cause  is  found  in  the  famine  in  India. 
The  inhabitants  of  that  fgr-off  country 
have  had  no  time  to  sow  UnJ  reap  wnoat ; 
they  have  been  either  dying  or  engaged  in 
warding  off  death,  a  terrible  plague  having 
visited  and  devastated  India  the  past  year. 

Eight  million  human  beings  have  alreidy 
perished  of  starvation.  Millions  more  will 
perish.  The  scenes  which  Mr.  Hawthorne 
describes  in  the  Cosmopolitan  for  August 
are  simply  horrible ;  they  torn  the  heyirt 
sick,  and  make  one  wonder  how  ii 
possible  for  human  beings  to  retain  ttyeir 
sanity  amid  such  awful  surroundings.  And 
these  unutterable  horrors  are  all  due  to  the 
damnable  greed  of  man.  There  is  grain 
h  in  India  to  f 

can  only  be  had  at  famine  prices. 

Says  The  Social  Democrat ; 

“There  is  a  great  government  behind 
these  dealers  protecting  them  In  their  hcart- 
lesdmurder  of  millions  of  people.  .Should 
these  famine-stricken  persons  arise,  as  they 
would  do  were  they  not  so  terribly  degrad¬ 
ed,  and  in  the  madness  of  starvation  take 
from  the  dealers  the  food  that  is  withheld 
from  them,  the  whole  British  army  would 
be  hurled  against  them,  if  necessaiy,  to  re¬ 
duce  them  to  subjection  and  protect  the 
property  of  the  dealers.  But  property  is 
so  sacred  that  this  great  government  can¬ 
not  raise  a  hand  to  protect  the  lives  of 
these  starving  millions  by  compelling  the 
dealers  to  release  their  hoarded  stoles. 
Thus  works  a  system  which  protects  only 
property  and  regards  not  men;" 

Russia,  a  great  wheat  growing  country, 
has  suffered  from  drought,  and  the  crop 
there  is  far  short  of  the  usual  amount.  Ar¬ 
gentina  is  reported  short  of  wheat.  These 
statements  of  fact  should  alone  account  for 
the  advance  in  the  price  of  wheat,  an  ad¬ 
vance  which  cannot  fail  to  be  but  tempor¬ 
ary,  for  as  the  price  goes  up  the  consump¬ 
tion  will  be  lessened,  for  the  wheat  eating 
peoples  of  the  famine  stricken  countries 
are  short  of  money  as  well  as  food. 

To  sum  it  all  up  the  business  advance^  so 
far  as  it  is  reflected  by  an  advance  in  the 
price  of  wheat,  is  founded  oil  the  distress 
of  the  people  of  other  countries.

Blooiuticld's  Public  Schools, 

The  public  school  buildings  of  Bloom¬ 
field  hive  been  put  in  complete  order  for 
the  Fall  session,  which  begins  next  Wednes- 
day,  Sept.  8th.  The  Olympic  building  an 
Bloomfield  Avenue  has  been  secured  by  the 
Board  of  Education  to  provide  additional 
school  room  and  relieve  the  Center  -Pri¬ 
mary  until  a  new  building  on  Montgomery 
Ave.  is  built.  Carpenters  are  now  at  work 
fitting  up*  the  Olympic,  which  will  make  a 
very  pleasant  school  house,  and  accomme- 
date  five  classes.

Post  Office  Consolidation. 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  consolidate  all 
the  post  offices  in  Essex  County  under  one 
head.  A  similar  attempt  will,  it  is  said,  al¬ 
so  be  made  In  Hudson  County.  Economy 
in  management,  the  elimination  of  politics 
from  post  office  affairs,  and  a  general  im¬ 
provement  in  the  collection  and  distribu¬ 
tion  of  mail  matter  are  some  of  the  objects 
said  to  be  sought  by  the  promoters  of  the 
plan. 

Before  any  action  will  be  taken  to  con¬ 
solidate  the  offices,  it  is  said  that  a  commis¬ 
sion  will  be  appointed  to  visit  Essex  and 
Hudson  counties  to  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  postal  facilities  in  each.  The  possi¬ 
bilities  of  improvements  will  also  be  taken 
into  consideration,  and  the  culmination  of 
the  scheme  will  depend  upon  the  report 
filed  by  the  investigators.

consumers  is  reflected  in  the  advancing 
price  of  such  stocks,  notably,  sugar,  gas, 
street  railways,  etc.  These  arc  now  known 
as  trust  stocks*  and  the  value  of  the  priv¬ 
ilege  to  steal  from  the  people  has  been 
added  to  the  selling  price  of  shares. 

No,  therd  is  no  boom.  What  is  heard 
now,  and  believed  to  be  a  boom,  is  the 
beating  of  tom  toms  by  an  ignorant,  selfish, 
corrupt  press,  urged  on  by  the  capitalistic 
force  behind  it.  The  calamity  howler  is  all 
right,  and  he  should  keep  oii  howling,  for 
the  wave  of  adversity  is  coming  and  will 
overwhelm  the  present  manufactured  w»ave 
of  prosperity  so  thoroughly  that  to-day’s 
hard  times  will  be  days  pf  affluence  com. 
pared  to  the  days  to  come; 

Prosperity  founded  on  famine!  Wearing 
good  clothes  because  others  are  nailed ! 
Eating  to  gluttony  because  othershre  starv¬ 
ing !  And  the  Christian  people  of  America 
gloat  over  their  temporary  good  fortune,  a 
good  fortune  based  upon  the  dying  women 
and  children  of  India!  I  talked  to  a  Sun¬ 
day  school  superintendent  a  few  days  ago, 
who  did  not  hesitate  to  say,  “Yes,  that  is 
true.  Our  good  fortune  is  largely  the  re¬ 
sult  of  others'  misfortune,  but  God  has  so 
ordered  it  and  we  should  be  thankful  that 


twenty-eight  prist  offices,  each 
conducted  by  a  separate  postmaster.  The 
offices  are  divided  into  first,  second,  thircl 
and  fourth  classes  according  to  the  amount 
of  business  done  by  each  an<d  the  gross  re¬ 
ceipts  shown  annually.  Witl\  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  fourth-class  the  offices  are 
termed  “Presidential  offices,"  from  the  fact 
that  the  appointments  of  Postmasters  ate 
made  by  the  Chief  Executive  personally. 
The  fourth-class  offices  are  filled  by  the 
Postmaster-General,  subject  to  the  Presi. 
dent’s  approval.  . 

Of  “Presidential  offices"  Essex  County 
has  thirteen,  of  which  Newark  stands  alone 
in  the  first  class.  Orange,  East  Orange, 
South  Orange,  Bloomfield  and  Montclair 
are  second-class  offices,  and  Belleville,  Cald¬ 
well,  Glen  Ridge,  Irvington,  Nutley,  Or¬ 
ange  Valley  and  Short  Hills  come  within 
the  third-class  limit.  Combined  the  salar¬ 
ies  of  the  first,  second  and  third-class  Post- , 
masters  are  $20, 500.  Postmasteis  of  the 
fourth  class  receive  no  stated  salary,  but 
are  paid  a  commission  on  the  box  rents, 
face  value  of  stamps  cancelled  in  their  re¬ 
spective  offices,  also  on  stamped  stationery 
disposed  of  and  a  certain  amount  for  mat¬ 
ter  actually  mailed.  As  soon  as  the  com- 


missions  earned  amount  to  over  $1,000  per 
year'tne  office  is  promoted  to  the  third 
class  a*d  becomes  a  “Presidential  office, 
With. a  salary  fixed  according  to  the  volume 
of  business  transacted. 

One  of  the  objects  af  the  alleged  con¬ 
templated  consolidation  is  said  to  be  a  de- 
sire  fo  cut  down  the  amount  paid  as  Post¬ 
masters’  salaries.  With  the  main  office  lo¬ 
cated  in  Ne^w'irk,  under  the  plans  out¬ 
lined,  the  Postmaster  of  the  entire  district 
would  have  his  headquarters  there,  and  in¬ 
stead  of  there  being  twenty-seven  other 
Postmasters  tq  appoint,  the  remaining  of¬ 
fices  would  be  in  charge  of  superintendents
